FORCED OVER TO GREENLAND. 


From this point we had a clear run 
through the middle of: Robeson channel, 
uninterruptéd by either ice or fog, ta Lady 
Franklin bay. Here we encountered both 
lee and fog, and while working along in 
search of a practicable opening were 
forced across to the Greenland coast at 
Thank God Harbor. 

The fog lifted there and enabled us to 
make out our whereabouts and we 
steamed north through a series of leads 
past Cape Lupton, and thence southward 
toward Cape Union. A few miles off 
that cape we were stopped by impractica- 
ble ice, and we drifted back south to Cape 
Union, where we stopped again, 


, SHIP TWICE DRIVEN ASHORE. 


We lay for some time in a lake of 
water, and then, to prevent being drifted 
south again, took refuge under the north 


shore of Lincoln bay, in nearly the ‘den- 
tical place where we had our unpleasant 


experiences three years before. Here we 
remained for several days during a period 
of constant and at times violent north- 
easterly winds. 

Twice we were forced aground by the 
heavy ice; we had our port quarter rail 
broken and a hole stove in the bulwarks, 
and, twiee we pushed out in an attempt 
to ent north, but we r back

CAPE SHERIDAN IS PASSED. 
Finally on Sept. 2 we equeezed around 


Cape Union and made fast in a shallow 
niche in the ice, but after some hours 
we made another short run to Black 
Cape and hung on to a grounded bit of 
ice. At last, a little after midnight of 
Sept. 5, we passed through extremely 
heavy running ice into a stream of open 
water, rounded Cape Rawson, and: passed 
Cape Sheridan. 

Within a quarter of an hour of the 
same time we arrived three years before 
—T7 a. m., Sept. 5—we reached the open 
water extending beyond Cape Sheridan. 

We steamed up to the end of it and 
it appeared practicable at first to reach 
Porter Bay, near Cape Joseph Henley, 
which I had for my winter quarters, but 
the outlook being unsatisfactory I went 
back and put the Roosevelt into the only 
opening in the floe, being barred close to 
the mouth of the Sheridan river a little 
north of our position three years prior. 


PREPARE QUARTERS FOR WINTER.: 


The season was further advanced than 
in 1905; there was more snow on the 
ground and the new ice inside the foe 
bergs was much thicker, 

The work of discharging, the ship was 
commenced at once and rushed to com- 
pletion. The supplies and equipment we 
sledged across ice and sea and deposited 
on shore. A house and workshop were 
built of board, covered with sails, and 
fitted with stoves, and the ship was snug 
for winter in shoal water, where it touched 


) bottom at low tide. 


This settlement on the stormy shores 
of the Arctic ocean was christened Hub- 
bardville. 

Hunting parties were sent out on Sept. 
10 and a bear was brought in on the 
12th and some deer a day or two later. 


BEGIN MOVEMENT OVER IOCEZ. 

On Sept. 15 the full work of trans- 
porting supplies to Cape Columbia was 
maugurated. Marvin with Dr. Goodsall 
and Borup and the Eskimos, took six- 
teen sledge loads of supplies to Cape 
Belknap, and on the 27th the same party 
started with loads to Porter bay.

FEDERAL BAN IS SET UP. 


Baplorer a Account of Discovery 
Held to Be the Property 
bol Only Three Pub- 


a on lications. 

Judge Peter G. Grossoup of the United 
States Circuit court tasuedé an injunction last 
night restraining the Chicago Record-Her- 
ali, the Chicago Inter Ocean, the Chicago 
Examiner, and the Chicago American from 
printing any portion of the copyright story 
by Commodore Robert R. Peary of how he 
discovered the north pole, These papers, rec- 
oghizing the immense newe value of the Peary 
article, had appropriate his preliminary 
chapter yesterday without authorisa tion. 

The injunction was granted at 11 o'clock 
p. m. by Judge Grosscup at his residence in 
Highland Park after a iong and interesting 
argument between counsel for Tas Cuicaco 
TRIBUNE, representing Commander Peary 
and the owners of the British and American 
copyrights; and counsel for each of the four 
defendant newspapers. 

The order of injunction was sweeping in 
its terms as issued by Judge Grosscup, who 
held that the story is Peary’s own; that there 
existed grave danger of irreparable injury 
to the rights of the man who tacked the 
stars and stripes to the pole; and that the 
reciprocal copyright agreement between 
Great Britain and the United States might 
be seriously violated by a repetition of the 
tactics which obtained yesterday morning 
when the defendant Chicago papers took 
bodily the synopsis of the Peary dash to 
the pole, which had been given to the world 
in the flrat instance through the columns of 
THe Cnc TRIBUNB, the New York Times, 
and the London Times, the three newspapers 
which in large measure financed the ex- 
plorer’s journey. 


Wight Made by Lawyers. 

For three hours Levy Mayer and Henry 
Russell Platt, representing Tas Tuo and 
the interests of Commander Peary, were ar- 
rayed before Judge Grosscup against Welter 
L. Fisher for the Record-Heralé and attor- 
neys for the Inter Ovean and for the Hearst 
papers. 

Mr. Fisher declared to the court that he 
knew the paper which he represented had 
no desire to print any matter which might be 
copyrighted by any other newspaper, but he 
fought againet the issuance of the ee 
tos, ; 


hefeirs 2 Grosscup could get an agree- 


ment by all of the lawyers to the proposition 
that the federal courts possese full power to 
take jurisdiction in the matter, and this was 
conceded only when he announced that he 
believed Commander Peary’s rights to his 
own story, to be disseminated to the public 
as he thought best and in accordance with 
the agreement which was declared to exist 
between him and Tue Taisuns and the New 
York Times, are superior to en other ne 
erations. 


Under New Copyright Law. 

The new copyright law, which has lately 
become effective, was the basis of the argu- 
ment which was presented by Attorney May- 
er. It happens that Judge Grosscup was one 
of a commission of three appointed by Presi- 
dent McKinley to codify and redraft the 
copyright and petent laws, and it was this 
codifi¢ation upon which was built the request 
to the federal court to intervene and protect 
the Peary story against piracy. 

When this point had been agreed upon the 
question was raised by Mr. Fisher that no 
copy of the copyrighted article was attached 
to the petition for an injunction. 

In the application for the injunction which 
was filed with Judge Grossoup THE TRIBUNE 
set up that the Peary story had been received 
in New York, published in book form, bound 
and offered for sale over the counter of the 
New York Times and that a copy had been 
placed in the mails, to be forwarded to Wash- 
ington, in full compliance with the new copy- 
right law. It was further alleged that it was 
a physical impossibility for a copy of the 
book to be received in Chicago in time for a 
copy to be filed with the request for an in- 
junction. 

To this Mr. Fisher contended that it was 
altogether a newspaper proposition and thet 
the defendant publications ought to have a 
right to see what was in the Peary copy- 
righted story in order that they might not 
violate an injunction, if one were granted. 


Order Issued by Court. 

„On the basis of probabilities,’ seid Judge 
Grosecup, ‘I ean scarcely believe that Com- 
mander Peary, after what he appears to have 
undergone and in view of the publication ar- 
rangements which are alleged to have been 
made, and which are denied by no one, will 
give hig story of the north pole to any one 
except the licensee publishers. 

„Upon the same basis of probabilities 1 
searcely believe that tha Peaty story eould 
get out to the world through unlicensed 
sources, such as the Eskimos or the men on 
Peary's ship, or through the Cook expedition, 
and thus reach the world through other chan- 
nele than Peary’s copyrighted story. The in- 
junction therefore will be issued as prayed. 


Copy ot Court 's Order.

Edward H. Harriman is dead. The end 
came at 1:30 o'clock this afternoon. 

News of his death was withheld until 


and save in the shape of vague rumors 
the fact was not publicly known until a 
full two hours after Mr. Harriman died. 

The immediate cause of Mr. Harri- 
man’s death never will be learned. Rob- 
ert L. Gerry, Mr. Harriman’s son-in-law, 
said tonight that nobody knew what was 
the occasion of Mr. Harriman's illness 
and that nothing could be found out 
short of an autopsy.

WORKING HOUR BEFORE DEATH. 

Nobody had seen in the optimistic bul- 
letins of Wednesday any more than a note 
of encouragement. The acute attack of 
indigestion that overcame him on Sunday 
was followed with another of a nature 
equally severe last Tuesday. He did not 
recover the ground lost in the one before 
‘the other overtook him, and the alight 
rally shown on Wednesday was not eufii- 
cient to carry him through the grievous 
crisia of today. 

Up to noon no untoward signs were ap- 
parent. Mr. Harriman, true to his in- 
stincts up to the last moment of his life, 
received a stenographer from the Union 
Pacific office in New York and gave him 
dictations. The stenographer left Mr. Har- 
riman about 12 o’clock in the entire confi- 
dence that his chief was no worse than he 
was the day before, 


SWIFT CHANGE FOR WORSE. 

Halt an hour later, however, Dr. Lyle 
perceived that there was a swift change 
for the worse. The men working about 
the estate were told not to resume at 
the end of the noon hour. 

The Rev. J. Holmes McGuiness, the 
rector of the parish which includes the 
Arden church, and for years a protégé 
of Mr. Harriman, was sent for. Mr. 
Harriman’s automobile set out at 1 
o'clock for Chester, the Rev. Mr. Me- 
Guiness’ place of residence, and was 
pushed to the utmost in an effort to 
bring him to Arden house before his 
patron died.

Trading was much more active than in pre- 
vious days of the week, though en these 
days also stocks broke sharply to the accom- 
paniment of the many unfavorable reports of 
Mr. Harriman's condition, 

From the beginning of the session today 
until the middle of the afternoon stocks sold 
off steadily and without rally to the accom- 
paniment of a sharp drive by the floor pro- 
fessional traders and by other experienced 
operators. There were few signs of deter- 
mined support in thie period and the partial 
recovery of prices in the late trading was 
probably due to shorts cashing in handsome 
paper profits made in the three days of sell- 
ing on account of the reports. 

Union Pacific and Southern Pacific, the 
standard Harriman stocks, sold off sharply, 
though at the close Union Pacific's loss was 
only 2% points and Southern Pacifio’s only 3 
points. 3 

The stocks of the railroads in which Mr. 
Harriman had acquired influence and for 
which he was supposed to be devising bene 
ficial plane were as weak or weaker. New 
York Central, for instance, lost 2% points 
on the day, and Wabash, preferred, led all 
the rest with a decline of 4% points. ; 

At the low prices of the day Union Pacifi 
showed a loss of 25 points from the high 
point recorded just before the rumors of 
Mr. Harriman’s illness became current. In 
the same period Southern Pacific lost about 
19 points and New York Central 17 points.

Financial men who have given the matter

effect on the stock market, the railroads over 
which Harriman hae exerted his influence.

Lovett Delights in Hard Work. 

“I am here to work,“ Lovett remarked 
goon after his advent in Néw York, and I 
have no time for anything else, The truth:of 
this statement has been amply verified, as 
work has been his portion from early morn 
until late at night. If he takes any recrea- 
tion at all it-is at a time when those who 
know bim best are asleep, for no one remem- 
vers seeing, or even hearing, at far as that 
goes, of Lovett taking a day. off or engaging 
in those pastimes that ordinary men in- 
dulge in. ' :

New York, Sept. 9.—From all parts of the 
country there came a flood of tributes upon 
Mr. Harrtman's career and lifework—from 
railroad presidénts, from bankers, and from 
men prominent in all walks of business and 
financial life. Friends, former business as- 
toclates, and even rivals of the great railroad 
man spoke as a unit of his tremendous power 
for work. As to the probable effect of his 
death on the financial world there was a 
variety of opinion. 

One-of the best tributes to Mr. Harriman 
came from James J. Hill, another giant 
among the rallroad builders and a one-time 
business adversary. He said:

highly. I have done a good deal of business 
with him in the last few years and some of 
it, as you know, has been of a strenuous 
character. So I.think I ought to know him 
well. He did the work of several men during 
his lifetime. He was one who never left 
anything undone and there are few men in 
this country whose place it will be harder to 
fil It is greatly to be regretted that Mr. 
Harriman could not live to complete all the 
woik wick he had set out to do.

Clews Lauds His Ability. 


Henry Clews, the Vall street banker, spoke 
of Mr. Harriman as a brilliant meteor of 
the railroad world.“ He said: 

„Mr. Harriman's success was largely due to 
his forcefulness, his energy and his far-sight- 
edness. He was bold, astute and energetic 
on his fields of battle. He was a genius of 
the constructive order, who towered high 
among the giants of Wall street. 

„His death probably has been discounted 
already on Wall street, as his precarious con- 
dition was well understood by the in- 
siders. I do not believe that any other single 
man will ever again occupy the position 
which Mr. Harriman hae held.”

The great Union.and Southern Pacific rail- 
roads, transformed by his master hand from 
financial and physical wrecks to the mag- 
nificent properties they are today, will be his 
enduring monument.

That 
his undertakings were too vast for any one 
intellect and that their colossal proportions 
cut short his life is probably true, yet one 
can but admire the indomitable courage and 
will power that animated the slender body 
and which endured to the last.“ 


Harahan Tells of Loss. 

Jackson, Miss., Sept. 9.—President J. T. 
Harahan of the Illinois Central tonight paid a 
tribute to the life and work of E. H. Harri- 
man. Mr. Harahan, after telling of Mr. Har- 
riman's devotion to his family and loyalty to 
his friends, said: 

Mr. Harriman was one of the best all 
around railroad men that was ever in this 
country, whose word was as good as his 
bond. America will miss him; the world will 
miss him. It wild be hard to fill his place. 

He was a wonderful genius from what- 
ever viewpoint you look at him. Quick to 
think and act, his deeds were sometimes puz- 
sling to those whose minds were less active. 
And yet in the end his judgment was almost 
infallible. Problems that others would take 
days and weeks to solve his genius settled in 
an instant. He knew men, too, and could 
judge of their capabilities with an accuracy 
few leaders in the commercial world were 
capable of. He worked himself to death.“ 

«McCrea Says Country Loses. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 9.— Upon learning 
of Edward H. Harriman’s death, James Mc- 
Crea, president of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company, said: 

‘TI am sorry to learn of Mr. Harriman’s 
death. He was far sighted, broad minded, 
and a builder of properties. Any railroad 
in which he became interested always was 
greatly bettered and the country it served 
was a large gainer thereby.

EMPLOYES LOYAL TO HARRIMAN 


Magnate Took Personal Interest in Af- 
fairs of Organized Workmen and 
Often Granted Concessions. 


Omaha, Neb, Sept. 9.—No where will Mr. 
Harriman’s death be felf more than in the 
operating department of his western rall- 
roads. He was, according to Genereal Super- 
intendent W. L. Park of the Union Pacific, no 
less a success in the operation of a railroad 
than agafinancier. He took personal interest 
in the affairs of the organized employés of the 
Union Pacific and on several occasions grant- 
ed concessions to avoid strikes which his 
Heutenants were not always willing at first 
to sanction. 

The official staff of the Union Pacific rail- 
road is admittedly a most harmonious family 
and Mr. Harriman is generally given credit 
for that condition. The high class personnel 
of the official staff is reflected down through 
the different grades of the service, and in all 
divisions Mr. Harriman was considered a per- 
sonal friend to every employé.

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HARRIMAN ALWAYS FOND OF 
HIS VILLAGE BIRTHPLACE. 


Railroad Magnate First Saw Light of 
Day in Rectory in 1848—Kept Track 
of Affairs. 


Hempstead, L. I., Sept. 9.—[ Special. IE. H 
Harriman was born at Hempstead Feb. 25, 


| 1848. His father. Orland Harriman, was at 


that time rector of historic St. George's Dpis- 
copel parish, to which he had come in 1844. 
He gave up the charge in 1848 and was sw- 
od by the Rev. William H. Moore, D. D. 

The house in which the financier was born 
still ie standing on the hill, at Prospect and 
Greenwich streets, overlooking a little brook. 
With the exception of repairs in the last few 
years the house is little changed, though at 
that time there were practically no conven- 
lences save, perhaps, for a pump in the 
kitchen. 

Mr. Harriman alwaye maintained a fond- 
ness for the place of his birth and quietly but 
faithfully kept track of the affairs of St. 
George's throughout his life. When it was 
remodeled a short time ago he contributed 
$5,000 toward the work. Later Orlando Har- 
riman, his brother, contributed about $2,000 
to the building fund of the parish house as a 
memorial to their mother. |

Once agaim space does not allow an ex- 
tended description of the condition of the 
Union Pacific in the nineties, Nor did Har- 
riman take time to give such a description to 
the directors when he returned to New York. 
He simply announced that the road was go- 
ing to be rebuilt, that grades were to be re- 
duced, curves cut Gut, and generally the 
property put into a condition where it would 
do something to develop the territory it 
served. It was a big mouthful for the direc- 
tors to swallow. To have this newcomer 
tell them that he was going to reduce moun- 
tain grades from eighty to forty feet to the 
mile, and then declare With the utmost as- 
surance that such work would save 10 per 


cent on its cost a year in the expenses of

Harriman was eliminating grades and wip- 
ing out curves to the end of his days, to say 
nothing of ballasting nearly 5.000 miles of 
road and replacing nearly all of 158,000 feet 
of wooden tresties with solid embankment 
or solid steel bridges.

The announcement came as a thunder clap. 
It gave Harriman his much desired direct 
outlet to fhe Pacific and the great southern 
line from the California coast to the gulf with 
its important steamship connection with 
New York. It made Harriman, and through 
him the Union Pacific; oneof the factors of 
first magnitude in the transcontinental situa- 
tion, givinęe um domination of a system that 
tapped Chicago and Mississippi river points 
on the east, Portland, San Francisco, and 
Los Angeles on the west, and New Orleans 
and Galveston on the south. It offered possi- 
bilities of further development that astound- 
ed the railroad magnates of that day in their 
contemplation and have astounded the coun- 
try at large in more recent times by their 
accomplishment. 


Didn’t Have to Put Up Money. 

And Harriman and his associates did not 
have to put up any money. No, they issued 
$100,000,000 convertible bonds and sold them 
to the public, thereby creating a fund which, 
according to the disclosures of the Union 
Pacific investigation of 1907, has been turned 
over and over in the purchase of more and 
more securities of other roads until the IIII- 
nots Central, the New York Central, the Bal- 
timore and Ohio, the Atchison, the St. Paul, 
the Chicago and Northwestern, the St. 
Joseph and Grand Island, the Delaware and 
Hudson, and then the Central of Georgia 
‘have all-in their turn felt the touch of the 
Hartiman influence and the might of the 
Harriman power. 

Forty millions of the hundred millions of 
Union Pacific convertibles were needed to 
buy the Southern Pacdfic stock. The use to 
which the proceeds of the balance of these 
bonds was put was destined to make even 
more exciting history in Wall street. It will 
be recalled that in 1901 Mr. Morgan and Mr. 
Hil), acting in harmony, decided that the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
would be a valuable asset of the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern. Mr. Harri- 
man about the same time had his eves on the 
Burlington to carry the Union Pacific into 
Chicago, for as a property it was far more 
valuable than his Alton connection, and be- 
sides the position of the Rock Island people 
in the Alton made his use of that system 
for his exclusive needs a temporary one at 
best. 

Begins to Buy Northern Pacific. 

So when Harriman heard that Morgan and 
Hill had got the Burlington. and proposed to 
lease it to the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern, he demanded admittance. It was 
refused. That was where the other $60,000,- 
000 of Union Pacific convertibles came in 
handy. Harriman and his bankers, Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., decided forthwith that Northern 
Pacific was à fine investment and began to 
buy. So skillfully was the operation carried 
on that $65,000,000 of the $155,000,000 pre- 
ferred stock of the Northern Pacific was ac- 
quired before anybody was aware of the 
operation. Then another demand was made 
on the Morgans for admission to the Bur- 
lington deal. and another refusal received. 

Not only did the Morgan people refuse, but 
they went to buying Northern Pacific them- 


| selves until the market was swept bare, and 


on that memorable May 9 of 1901 the price 
soared to over $1,000 a share as the little 
fellows in the game, who had sold the stock 
ghort on the rise, strove vainly to borrow 
the shares with which to make their deliv- 
eries.

Market Undergoing Slow Panic. 

This was not at all pleasant, and what was 
still more unpleasant was the fact that dur- 
ing this time the stock market was under- 
going the “slow panle of 1908 and 1904. 
after ite carouse in the prosperity ot 1401 and 
1902. There was all kinds of idle money in 
the country, as was evidenced by the fact 
that the interior banks kept pouring more 
and more of it into New York, to the end 
that call loans increased in volume as they 
diminished in interest rate, while railroade 
and industrial corporations found it impos- 
gible to finance their needs except on terms 
that drove them from permanent issues into 
the employment of short term notes. 

All this time Harriman was pushing 
through the rebuilding of the Union Pacific 
and getting under way his vast improvement 
plans on the Southern Pacific. He was in 
need of money and badly in need of it. But 
that was not all. On the outside the Rock 
Island people, the Moores, and D. J Ried, 
and George Gould, who, with Winslow S. 
Pierce, his personal counsel, had been frozen 
out of Union Pacific, were gladly lending 
their aid to any effort to harass this disturb- 
ling factor in the railroad field: Edwin Haw- 
ley, one of the most bitter and resourceful 
fighters that Wall street has ever known, 
joined George Gould in the project to build 
the Western Pacific through, to the coast, 
and Gould himself was understood to have 
completed an alliance with the Rockefellers 
for this and the other purposes of the Gould 
lines. 

Big Men in Co-operation. 

William Rockefeller and James Stillman 
and Henry H. Rogers were, of course, direc- 
tors of the Union Pacific, and were codperat- 
ing with Harriman in the upbuilding of that 
property. Indeed, in 1903 it was the trans- 
fer of a great block of Southern Pacific stock 
to William Rockefeller that saved the bat- 
tle against James R. Keene when he organ- 
ized the famous pool to force the payment of 
a dividend on Southern Pacific. But in spite 
of this there was talk in well informed finan- 
cial quarters that the Standard Oil interests 
did not want Harriman to become too potent 
a disturbing influence in the railroad situ- 
ation, and, having seen what he could and 
would do in the case of the Northern Pacific, 


nearly as large. 

All of which sounds like the narration of 
an interesting experience of men who over- 
stayed their market. Such it would be for 
but one reason, namely, that Messrs. Goelet, 
Vanderbilt, and Astor were all directors of 
the Illinois Central, and while they were 
being carried through the last stages of the 
Union Pacific pool, Harriman mustered 
enough votes in the Illinois Central board, 
theirs included, to throw out President Fish, 
elect Vice President Harahan, and make 
himself supreme in that property. It was 
another case of the means justifying ‘he 
‘end. Harriman considered to his last day 
the acquisition of the Illinois Cenfral as a 
matter of manifest destiny. 


Storm of Criticism. 

With the Union Pacific investigatior caine 
the storm of hostile criticism directed at 
the managers of the great corporate inter- 
ests in general, at the managers of several 
of the railroad groups in particular, and at 
Harriman in especial degree. He seemed to 
be the inearnation of the spirit of acquisi- 
tion and consolidation, and when the Jnion 
Pacific probe showed up the fact that after 
Harriman had sold his Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern stock, he had devoted tue 
balance of the original 500,000, 0 to the 
purchase of a commanding interest in Ba'- 
timore and Ohio, lilinois Central, and St. Jo- 
seph and Grand IS and, along with a con- 
siderable interest in Atchison, New Toe 
Central, St. Paul, and Chicago and North- 
western, the demand came loud and long 
that he should be sacrificed for the sins of the 
system that he represented. 

The Illinois Central affair and the Chicago 
and Alton affair, and later on the story tnat 
Victor Morawetz told of the entry of Harr- 
man into the Atchison and the driving o“ 
the Atchison out of southern Arizona fur- 
nished the details through which the public 
could recreate in its own mind the process 
followed throughout the gigantic operation 
Then the interstate commerce commiss'on, 
going to the Pacific coast, brought out the 
story of the grip that the Harriman roads 
have upon the state of California, with their 
absolute control of communication to tne 
east and south, and of the principal! steam- 
ship lines from her ports to South Amer- 
ica and Asia. Followed next rumors of a 
government attack on the combination and 
still later—all within the space of a tew 
months—reports that the directors! of ‘tle 
Union Pacific would, takg Harriman’g¢ rule 
away from him and divide it among cotninit- 
tees of thelr own number. Another crisis 
was reached in his career. 


Magnate Begins to Talk. 

It was at this time that Harriman aid sortie- 
thing that he had never done before in his 
life. He began to talk to newspapers, in 
effect prefacing his remarks by the an- 
nouncement that the Union Pacific stockhold- 
ers soon would be’ called upon to authorize 
and issue $100,000,000 more common stock as 
a part of a contemplated issue of 82.000 
6000 by all the properties under his control. 
If the disclosures of what Harriman had 
done startled the public, this staggered them. 
The outcry grew louder and louder, but over 
it all Harfiman’s voice began to be heard 
giving out interview after interview, a col- 
umn here and a page there, until his views — 
skillfully stated and in a way to concen) 
some of the unpleasant ane to 
have their effect.

South Side Business Men Meét to 
Denounce Local Combine.

CHARLES ALLING A SPEAKER 


He and Others Urge Erection of Mu- 
nicipal Plants as Remedy, 


A grand jury investigation of the “ice 
trust in Chicago was proposed to the South 
Side Business Men's association and other 
organizations in an open meeting last night 
by former Ald. Charles Alling. 

The meeting was held at Arlington hall to 
discuss means of securing municipal ice 
plants to compete with the trust.“ 

The proposal of Mr. Alling that the associa- 
tions secure evidence and present it to State’s 
Attorney Wayman was applauded from all 
parts of the house, though formal action was 
postponed until a future meeting. 

I believe there is a combination in exist- 
ence in Chicago to, control the price of ice,” 
said Mr. Alling. 

“A great fraud is being perpetrated upon 
the people and should be investigated by the 
grund jury. I am confident that the best 
method of dealing with the ice problem is to 
present to the state’s attorney facts we al- 
ready have and to collect other evidence 


against the trust. 


Says Extortion Goes On. : 

** Extortion is certainly, going on in the ice 
business, and I am also in favor of the pro- 
posed municipal ice plants. If the city lacks 
the necessary authority, Gov. Deneen should 
provide for it in a call for a special session 
of the legislature.“ 

I proved the existence of the combina- 
tion to a friend of mine, who is in business, 
said J. W. Maskels, pres!dent of the Illinois 
Retail Liquor Dealers’ association. 

He was getting ice cheaper than I did. 
I asked him to send his ice man to me and 
he found ow that his supply was barred 
from my neighborhood, 

The association I represent is ready to 
fight the trust. We have a resolution before 
the finance committee of the city council 
asking for the establishment of municipal 
ice, plants. We are glad that the south side 
business men have adopted a similar resolu- 
tion. 

‘A municipal or governmental ice plant 
in Washington, D. C., was a success, The 
trust in that city asked $4 a ton for ice and the 
government is now making it for 75 cents a 
ton. Small consumers in Chicago are held up 
for $8 a ton when ice could be made as cheap 
here as in Washington.“ 


Urges United Action. 


H. A. De Costa, president of the south side 
association, pointed out the advances made 
in the price of ice during the summer and 
urged all of the organizations represented in 
the meeting to adopt resolutions and send 
them to the city council. 

Jam informed there are represéntati¢ves 
of the ice companies in the meeting.“ he 
sald. ‘‘ We would like them to make them- 
selves known, We want to hear their side 
of the question.”

Roald Amundsen, the well-known arctic ex- 


plorer. His enthusiastic support of Dr. Cook 


has increased, if possible, Denmark’s faith 
in Dr. Cook’s bona fides. 


“For two years,” says Capt. Amundsen. 


“I was very close to Dr. Cook, during our 
antarctic expedition. I have met Peary «a 
few times, but do not really know him. Cook 
is the most reliable man I ever have met. I 
would trust no other man as 1 trust him. He 
was medical officer of the Belgian antarctic 
expedition, t we soon found other clev- 
erness than that of a doctor in him. He was 
quiet and reserved, but the success of the 


whole Belgian expedition was due to him. 


“When in slow ice and humping up he got 
the expedition out. No one else could. He 
then wrote day by day, and could have given 
his manuscript to the printers immediately 
upon his return home, but he delayed doing 
so for a year ortwo. He was very much in- 
terested in our observations, and was cap- 
able of making all necessary observations 
himself.“ 

Scoffs at Eskimos’ Story. 
‘When asked about Peary's talk of the 
Eskimos’ evidence Capt. Amundsen 
laughed heartily and said: 

“I don't care a d—m.for the Eskimos. 
They can say what they want to. They 
reckon out what you want to hear and then 
Speak to pleasé the ‘good White man.’ Only 
a man like Rasmussen can handle them so as 
to get the truth.“ 

Have you heard whether Cook and Peary 
were enemies?“ : 

“T never have heard anything but good 
of Peary from Cook.”’ 

Capt. Amundsen then was asked a similar 
question concerning Peary and Sverdrup, to 
tihich he replied dryly: 

„Well, there have been warmer friend- 
ships.“ 

Further questioning wrought forth the fol- 
lowing: 

es, I have noticed something contra- 
dictory in Peary's telegrams. We are toid 
that Peary first said he had found no trace 
of Cook’s expedition and then that he said he 
had seen Eskimos who talked of it.“ 


Asks Why Doubt Just Cook?” | 

The foregoing statements were made in a 
general interview. Talking/with him later 
the correspondent tried hard to get him to 
say something which would help to con- 
vince skeptics: He laughed. Evidently to 
him the ſcea of doubting Cook’s word is ridic- 
ulous. He sald: 

“No one doubts Peary. No one doubted 
his first bare word. Why doubt Cook? I 
know both Cook and Peary have been at the 
pole. 
have been there, because Jam going myself 
next year. It is a cruel disappointmént to 


Peary, but why not accept things. I believe 


that when the excitement calms everything 


will be all right.” 

The correspondent said: 

Nr. Cook’ s word is good enough for you, 
Capt. ndsen, because you know him and 
have, close to bim through hard times. 
It is good enough for people who talk with 
him and people to whom scientific observa- 
tions would be useless unless they had an 
expert to explain them. Cook, as a man, con- 
vinces you of his utter truthfulness when 
you talk with him, But practically the whole 
world will never talk with him or see him. 
They must have something to make them be- 
lieve without Cook's face, manner, and way 
of talking.” 

Capt. Amundsen grasped the idea. He has 
not seen Cook's diary or observations and 
doés not think the people who are said to 
have seen them have really done so, but he 
said: 

“We talked a long time last night. He 
had his map out and we went all over it. 
That was enough to make me believe Cook 
had been to the north pole, even if I had not 
known him before. Yes, I would have, be- 
Heved you, though I had never seen you or 
heard of you before, had been at the pole, if 
you had gone over a journey like that.“ 


ERROR IN MEDICINE KILLS. 


Coroner’s Jury Finds Miss Tanyan’s 
Death Was Caused by Mistake in 
Use of Throat Wash.

American Home. 


COPENHAGEN, Sept. 9.—Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook will sail from Christiansand Saturday 
morning on board the Scandinavian-Ameri- 
can liner Ocsar II. for New York, where he 
is due about Sept. 20 or 21. Probably Capt. 
Roald Amundsen will accompany him. Dr. 
Cook will leave here tomorrow night for 
Christiansand. He has abandoned his pro- 
posed visit to Brussels on the advice of 
friends. The explorer is spending the night 
at Count Holstein's castle. With him are 
Dr. Egan, the American minister, and Miss 


Egan. : 

Dr. Cook today asked the officials of the 
Danish Greenland administration to arrange 
for the dispatch of one of their boats to 
Greenland at his expense to get the two Es- 
kimos who accompanied him to the pole. The 
officials stated that it is now too late in the 
season for such an attempt, and advised him 
that he must wait for spring, which he will 
do. He proposed to Gould Brokaw, who is 
here with his yacht Fedora, that they make 
a start for Greenland immediately, but 
Brokaw. would not agree to this. 


Papers Support Dr. Cook. 

The Copenhagen papers are full of the 
Cook-Peary controversy. Almost all of them 
support Dr. Cook's claims, but throw no new 
light on the subject. Capt. Amundsen is one 
of the strongest supporters of the explorer, 
who now is backed upby Dr. Edvard Bay, the 
zoblogist of the expedition under Capt. Sver- 
drup in the Fram, in 1898-1902. On that ex- 
pedition Capt. Sverdrup made highly im- 
portant scientific investigations, and it was 
over the route mapped by Sverdrup that 
Cook made his journey northward. 

Dr. Bay today had a long interview with 
Dr. Cook, at the conclusion of which he sald 
that while at first he had doubted Cook’s 
story, he was now certain of its truth so far 
as the route claimed to have been taken was 
concerned. Dr. Cook, he said, gave him ac- 
curate descriptions of places and things 
which no other white man except Bay had 
ever seen. 


Danes Unfriendly to Peary. 

Dr. Bay asserted that the Danes in Green- 
land were unfriendly to Commander Peary 
because they believed he treated the Eskimos 
badly and forced them to work for him. 

The University of Copenhagen today con- 
ferred upon Dr. Cook the honorary degree of 
doctor of science (honoris causa) in the pres- 
ence of more than 1,000 people,\who cheered 
the explorer heartily. In thanking the rector, 
Dr. Torp, for the honor, Dr. Cook said that 
the university should be the first to see his 
record. 

Prof. Torp, rector of the university, in pre- 
senting the diploma to Dr. Cook. spoke of the 
admiration his achievement had aroused in 
the university and declared that the news 
that another famous explorer had solved the 
same problem could in no way detract from 
the honor due Dr. Cook. 


Cook Says: “I Can Do No More.” 

In expressing his thanks, Dr. Cook said he 
accepted the honor as testimony of the gen- 
ulneness of bis journey. After he had prom- 
ised to send the university his complete rec- 
ords, and had repeated that it was his inten- 
tion to dispatch a ship to Greenland at his 
Own expense to bring down the two Eski- 
mos who accompanied him on his expedi- 
tion, the doctor said: 

2 I can say no more, I can do no more; J 
show you my hands.”

BARTLETT GOES. TWENTY MILES, 
The next day Bartlett let himself out, 
evidently, for a. record, and reeled off 
twenty miles. Here Marvin obtained an- 
other satisfactory sight on latitude, which 
gave the position as 86.88 (or beyond the 
farthest north of Nansen and Abruzzi), 
and showed that we had covered 50 min- 
utes of latitude in three marches, 
In these three marches we had passed 
the Norwegian record of 86.14, by Nan- 
sen, and the Italian record of 86.34, by 
Cagni.

In the morning I discovered that Mac- 
Millan’s foot was badly frost bitten. The 
‘mishap had occurred two or three days 
before, but MacMillan had eaid nothing 
about it in the hope that it would come 
out all right. 

A glance at the injury showed me that 
the only thing was to send him back to 
Cape Columbia at once. The arrival of 
Marvin and Borup enabled me to spare 
sufficient men and dogs to go back with 
LOSS OF MACMILLAN SERIOUS. 

This early loss of MacMillan was seri- 
ously disappointing to me. He had a 
sledge all the way from Cape Columbia, 
and with his enthusiasm and the powers

The observations completed and two copies 
made, one for him and the other for me, 
Bartlett started on the back trail in com- 
mand of my fourth supporting party, with 
two Eskimos, one sledge, and eighteen dogs. 


GREAT HONORS FOR BARTLETT. 

When he left I felt for a moment pangs of 
regret as he disappear in the distance, 
but it was only momentary. My work was 
still ahead, not in the rear. 

Bartlett had done good work and had been 
a great help to me. Circumstances had 
thrust the brunt of the pioneering upon him 
instead of dividing it. among several, as I 
had planned. 

He had reason to take pride in the fact that 
he had bettered the Italian record by a 
degree and a quarter and had covered a dis- 
tance equal to the entire distance of the 
Italian expedition from Franz Joset s land to 
Cagni's farthest north.

I was sorry to lose this young Yale run- 
ner, with his enthusiasm and pluck. He 
had led his heavy sledge over the floes in 
a wey that comanasibidl every one's ad- 
miration, and would have made his fath- 
er's eyes glisten. 


ALTERNATE IN TAKING LEAD. 
From this point the expedition com-

Tynan, Suspended, | Accused of 
Assault and Attempt to Rob. 


ON WING MAY RECOVER, 


Department Heads Seek Severe Pun- 
ishment for Both Men,

Policeman John Tynan has been suspended 
and must answer to charges of assault with 
attempt to kill and attempted robbery, and 
Thomas English is held to the lesser charge 
as the result of a drunken brawl in a Chinese 
laundry at 5639 Wentworth avenue, during 
which Pong Wing was slipt in the head, 
Wednesday night.

EASY TO EVADE THE LAW. 


Dr. Melvin Favors Plan to Repay | 
Farmers for Stock Con- 
demned as Diseased, 


Tuberculosis and milk inspection occupied 
the attention yesterday of the delegates to 
the Veterinary’ Medical society convention, 

who met in the morning at the Chicago 
Musical college and continued their session 
aboard the steamer United States in the 
afternoon. 

Dr. A. D. Melvin, head of the bureau of ani- 
mal industry, United States department of 
agriculture, was among those most interested 
in these features of the work being.done by 
the veterinarians. Milk purification, he said, 
is one ot the acute problems with which the 
government has to deal 

He also expressed the hope that means 
could be found for compensating those farm- 
ers whose stock is condemned as tubercular 
to the extent of at least 50 per cent of ite 
value. 


Indiana Farmers Interested. 

The Chicago milk ordinance of last year, 
according to Dr. Roberts of the Indiana State 
university, affected 750 farms in Indiana from 
which the city’s milk supply is in part de- 
rived and for that reason, he said, the farmers 
of the northern part of the state were deeply 
interested in all laws aimed to provide a sat- 
isfactory test for diseased cattle. He advo- 
cated a brand or crop for all animals found 
Aseased and pointed out that a similar 
method designed by the Canadian govern- 
ment, while not so drastic, had been found 
effective. 

It was shown during the discussions that 
farmers understand how to evade the tuber- 
culin test by immunizing their cattle. in ad- 
vance and cannot be prevented from selling 
condemned cattle or milk from them, There 
is a loss to the dairy farms of 2. 000,000 an- 
nually from cattle condemned and most of the 
delegates agreed with Dr. Melvin in the opin- 
ion that compensation should be provided. 

B. H. Rawl, chief of the dairy division of the 
bureau of animal industry, said that the root 
of the evil-of impure milk is the public de- 
mand for milk at a price cheaper than good 
milk can be produced for. 

Bulk milk, he said, is on sale in Chicago at 
cents a quart retail, at which price pure 
milk cannot be produced. 

Farmers disposed to sanitate their cairigs 
are unable to do so and meet thecompetition 
of producers who spend no money on sanita- 
* Rawl explained that while the prices 
of other food products, labor and living gen- 
erally have advanced from 10 to 50 per cent in 
the last ten years the price of milk has been 
held down to the old figures. 


Will Study Tuberculosis. 

A committee of nine was appointed to in- 
vestigate the extent of tuberculosis in cat- 
tle and to promote codperation between Can- 
ada and the United States in fighting the dis- 
ease. Dr. Rutherford, veterinary director 
general of Canada, will head the committee, 

The morning session was devoted to a con- 
sideration of technical papers on veterinary 
practice.. Dr. Maximilian Herzog of the Chi- 
cago Veterinary college spoke on Try- 
panozomes; Dr. R. A. Archibald of 8 
Dr. 
F. Torrance of Winnipeg. Canada. spoke on 
„ Internal Secretions,’’ and Dr. W. G. Hol- 
Ungsworth of New York spoke on the.“ Im- 
portance of the Veterinarian and Agricul- 
turist to the Nation.“ 

These papers, with the others read during 
the meeting, will be published in the annual 
report to be issued by Secretary Lyman. 

The sessions of the association for this 
year will conclude at the lecture room of 
the Chicago Veterinary college this morn- 
ing, beginning at 9 o’clock. After adjourn- 
ment there will be an all day clinic in the 
operating theater, in which the visiting 
scientists will demonstrate modern opers- 
tions.

Kane is a muscular fellow of 210 pounds. 
Three years ago he received a position in the 
fire department through the influence of his 
brother-in-law, Hugh Lynch, who conducts 
a saloon at 3457 Archer avenue, and who is 
a factor in Democratic politics of the Fifth 
ward. Soon, however, Kane began amusing 
himself by whipping other members of the 
company, and after he showed his skill on 
the captain he was dismissed. 

He assaulted Policeman William Philips 
without cause in May, 1908, and the police- 
man was five months in recovering. He beat 
the policeman into insensibility with his own 
club. He was arrested in Omaha, brought 
back, indicted, and tried, but acquitted.

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EDWARD H. HARRIMAN. 

The news of the death of Edward H. 
Harriman does not come junexpectedly. 
The reports for several days have been 
of such a nature as to indicate that his 
hours were numbered and his activities 
forever at an end. He has had time since 
his return from Europe to put his house 
in order and to safeguard the interests 
he had most at heart. Wall street has 
also had time to prepare itself for the 
inevitable. Even if there shall. be mo- 
mentary depression there, the business of 
the country will not be affected. There 
will be no cessation of industry because 
a great railroad financier has passed 
away. 

In his conspicuous field of effort he 
was a great man—a genius. His meth- 
ods, such as bonding one road to buy 
stock in and control of another were 
often questionable and his ambition alarm- 
ing. When he told the interstate com- 
merce commission that he would like to 
annex all the railroads of the country he 
possibly was expressing a genuine desire. 
If he had not toiled so feverishly during 
the last ten years, if he had given more 
time to recreation, he might have length- 
ened his life and been able to come nearer 
his goal. But in the comparatively brief 
period during which he was recognized as 
a railroad magnate he gained power which 
should have contented him. He left his 
predecessors far in the rear, and it may be 
long before his primacy is challenged. 

Whatever may be said against his blend- 
ing of railroad operations and operations 
in Wall street, he was not, like Jay Gould, 
a. railroad wrecker. Rather was he an 
upbuilder. When he got hoki of a road 
his aim was to heighten its efficiency for 
traffic purposes. ‘The Union Pacific, as 
it now is, is his best monument. Its 
stockholders have seldom had occasion to 
complain of his stewardship. The good 
that he did will live after him and out- 
weigh the ern. 
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CUTTING ESTIMATES, 

President Taft told his heads of de- 
partments that they must cut down their 
estimates and they are doing it. Mayor 
Busse has told his heads of departments 
that they must do likewise. Naturally it 
is an unwelcome notification. Every one 
of them feels himself hampered by a nig- 
gardly appropriation and is keenly con- 
scious of the better work he could do if 
there · were more money at his disposal. 
But the city’s income is limited. The 
money which it may get from bonds will 
have to be spent on el ve- 


ments. 


While the heads of dipattinente will 
have to put up with appropriations no 
larger than those of this year, it ought 
to be possible to do more with them. 
That can be ‘accomplished through new 
economies of administration and increased 
efficiency of the working force. The 
longer a department chief is in office the 
better qualified should he be to make a 
dollar go a little farther than it used to. 
The mere weeding out of incapables—of 
the men who do only 50 per cent as much 
work as they ought to, or even less than 
that—would compensate to some extent 
for the lack of an increased appropria- 
tion. \ 

The Merriam commission will probably 
find many places where moneys could be 
saved and thereby appropriations indi- 
rectly increased. The heads of depart- 
ments should endeavor to anticipate the 
commission. It will not take them long 
to cut their estimates and they will have 
to study the great 
problems of economy and efficiency. They 
are being studied closely at Washington 
by the men at the head of national de- 
partments. What they do not find it be- 
neath their dignity to do should not be 
beneath the dignity of the officials of a 
large city. “a

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| STREET SIGNS) 

The Association of Commerce wants 

street signs in Chicago. So do all the 
rest of the citizens. So do the thousands 
of visitors who come here. The need is 
apparent. The way to provide the signs 
should be found. It is now more than a 
year since the city electrician called for 
bids for such street markers. He men- 
tioned four essentials, appearance, dura- 
bility, first cost, and cost of maintenance 
as points to be considered. At the time 
two things were commented on favorably. 
One was that the city electrician was in 
charge, as though the problem of legibil- 
ity at night was in mind. The other was 
that it was proposed to place the signs 
at the northeast corner of street inter - 
sections, thus localizing the markers tor 
auick teference by all. 
The cost of the work—about $200,000 
—echecked the enthusiasm. Today Chi- 
cago is worse off in this respect than it 
was thirty years ago. Of course there 
has been tremendous growth since that 
time, but the growth has not been at- 
tended by some of the conveniences 
whose absence is greatly felt. In parts 
of the city the only guide the stranger or 
the citizen finds is the advertising sign 
placed in position by an enterprising busi- 
ness house a few years ago, 

An outlay of thousands of dollars for 
street signs evidently does not appeal 
much to the city fathers. But the need 
of markers is absolute. The cost, the 
style, and the location must be studied, 
and as soon as possible a clear cut sign, 
easily read and conspicuously placed 
should be found at every street intersec- 
tion in the city. If there is a plan for 
changing the names of many streets, that 
fact should be taken into account. But 
the need of the signs is so great that no 
unnecessary delay should de tolerated. 
Money is scarce. Then let the matter be 
attended to little by little. There should 
at least be a beginning. |

and Lord Morley of Blackburn, as 
secretary of state for India, have been work- 
ing in unison ever since the formation of the 
present Liberal administration, nearly four 
years ago, curiously enough, they have never 
been introduced or exchanged one word of 
conversation with one another. 
That these two men, of such diametrically 
opposite and strongly. individual characters, 
should have got along together so splendid- 
ly is all the more remarkable when it is re- 
called that the only time when they ever set 
‘eyes upon one another was when Lord Mor- 
ley, then a member of the house of commons, 
led the opposition to the grant of $150,000 by 
eee to Lord Kitchener for his services 
n connection with the reconquest of the Sou- 
dan and for his victory at Omaurman. 
‘Thirty members voted against Lord Kitch- 
ener on that occasion, and it was Lord Morley 
who led them into the lobby. Lord Kitch- 
ener had, therefore, no reason to feel cor- 
dially disposed to the present secretary of 
state for India. Never, it seemed, was a 
working alliance more likely to be dissolved 
by incompatability of temperament. Yet 
Lord Kitchener, who could not run in har- 
ness with Lord Curzon when the latter was 
viceroy of India, got on capitally with Mor- 
ley, despite the latter's radical sentiments 
and his character as a genius of letters and 
as a philosopher and as distinguished for 
every one of those traits which clash with 
those of the soldier. It speaks well for their 
unselfish patriotism that they should have 
found it possible to codperate so satisfac- 
torily to a national end. 
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Although Geribaldé has been dead for 
close upon thirty years, yet his legal widow 
still survives, although not under her own 
name. Everybody knows about Signora 
Francesca Garibaldi, the mother of his 
younger children, Clelia and Manlio, and 
who after his death was awarded a pension 
as his widow and who had first attracted 
his notice while serving as nurse to the chil- 
dren of his elder daughter, Teresita, by his 
first wife. But few recall the fact that there 
Was a second wife, the daughter of the Mar- 
quis Raimondi, the friend and associate of 
Mazzini. 

Although engaged from her earliest girl- 
Hood ih the service of the revolutionary 
movement in Italy, she never met Garibaldt 
until the evening before the battle of Varese, 
when she suddenly rode into his camp and 
demanded to be conducted to his tent. She 
brought him most important information as 
to the position of the enemy; so much 80 
that he was able to attack them early on 
the following morning and to inflict upon 
them a most crushing defeat. 

= 

Her remarkable beauty, her dering in re- 
connoltering the enemy’s position, the valu- 
able services which she had rendered to him 
and the romantic manner in which she had 
made his ecquaintance all contributed to in- 
fatuate the veteran patriot to such a degree 
that he, despite the entreaties of his son, of 
his daughters and of his principal friends, 
married her. The wedding took place on 
the borders of Lake Maggiore. But the 
union was of brief duration, for within a 
short time after the ceremony letters were 
placed jn the hands of Garibaldi which left 
no doubt as to the fact that his wife had a 
lover in the person of a young officer of the 
regular army and that she did not propose 
that her marriage to the general should in- 
terfere with their relations. 

According to her own story, which she 
now, when approaching her eightieth year, 
gives to the public, she was forced into the 
marrigge with Garibaldi against her will by 
her father, for political or selfish purposes. 
According to others she was marrying Gari- 
baldi om her own account, for the purpose 
of giving legal paternity to the child of 
whom she was later on to become the mother. 

The marquise, for sinte the death of Gari- 
baldi she has married a man of the same 
rank as her father, is popularly reported to 
have been deserted on leaving the church 
after the ceremony by Garibaldi on the lat- 
ter receiving correspondence which incrimi- 
nated her, and it is said that he never saw 
her again, the letters being handed to him 
by het own brother in a spirit of revenge for 
some trick which she had played him.

But more reliable information would go 
to show that the national hero spent some 
days with her after the marriage before the 
revelation came. For, when towards the 
close of the year she gave birth to a child. 
he was 80 convinced that he was its father 
that he was only with the utmost difficulty 
dissuaded from acknowledging the pater- 
nity. Moreover, when in 1879, that is to say 
not long before his death, he sought an an- 
nulment of this marriage to the daughter of 
the Maraquie Raimondi, with the object of 
legitimatizing his children Clelia and Mgniio, 
by the ex-nurse Francesca Garibaldi, the 
tribunals of Rome declined to annul the 
union, on the ground that the couple had 
lived together after the wedding.

orchestra work, both classic and modern, 
was played many times. to audiences which 
averaged from 3,000 to 9.000 persons. 
in 1877 we find already that at these concerts 
not only symphony programs were given 
every week, but composers’ programs also, 
of the very highest standard, and long before 


1885 the music of Wagner was as familiar 


as household words to every Chicago music 
lover.

but in two great musical festivals, in 1882- 
1884, Wagner's own Baireuth singers, 
Materna, Winkelmann, and S¢a&ria, had sung 
their greatest Wagnerian numbers here. 

It is abgurd to speak of Chicago musical 
culture as in an elementary stage. In a 
communication to the trustees of the Orches- 
tral association, dated in March, 1897, Theo- 
dore Thomas made the following statement 
in regard to this matter: 

In no city in the world is there an an- 


of the highest class at which the average 
audience is as large as that which patronizes 
the concerts of the Chicago Orchestral agso- 
ciation. Hence we may conclude 
that the Chicago public has shown tts readi- 
ness to support symphonic music in a greater 
ratio than that shown by the public of 
European art centers.“ 

The musical standard of Chicag¢ has not 
retrograded since it has been ingrusted to 
the present conductor of our orchestra, Mr. 
Frederick A. Stock. Nor is our western city 
in need of missionary work from any visit- 
ing orchestras. All we ask is that they will 
give us as good programs and performances 
as those we are accustomed to hear every 
week from our own home orchestra and Mr. 
Stock.

To Make Crime Unprofitable. _. 


Chicago, Sept. 2.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—In THe TRIBUNE of Aug. 15, 1900, is a con- 
tribution from Prof. Foster under the title 
of Love Is the Right of the Transgressor, 
which suggests some thoughts in the way of 
criticism. Of late years there has been a 
strange exhibition of sympathy for evildoers, 
and the greater the evil the greater the sym- 
pathy. Some one, criticising this anomaly, 
said he, too, was opposed to capital punish- 
ment, but wished the murderers would begin 
the movement. He thought if they stopped 
killing the rest would follow automatically. 

Punishment for crime is commonly spoken 
of as revenge, and I think this is the profes- 
sor's view of it. But an évolutionist is bound 
to tell us what revenge itself is evolved 
from, and may I suggest that it is simply 
an evolution of the idea of protection—se- 
curity, if you will. 

When the animal—man or other animal 
is attacked, the first thought is safety. II 
this can be secured most easily by flight it 
is the method adopted. But if the one at- 
tacked feels able to repulse the enemy and to 
disable it that is what it will seek to do. 
But in so repulsing it is absolutely necessary 
to injure, to disable, even to kill the enemy. 
All this time without any idea of revenge 
in the mere sense of getting even.“ 

The mere fact that some wrongdoers have 
yielded to the influence of mercy, pity, love, 
is inconclusive, because, on the other hand, 
we all know that kindness often is followed 
by other injury and by greater baseness. 
And, as few of us are mind readers, we 
must take the course which seems to offer 
the greatest protection—i, e.: to make crime 
unprofitable. ° WX.

Remove 
the bone, gristle, and skin, and all but one- 
fourth part of fat. Chop fine and mix well 
with potatoes. If hot, mash the potatoes; 
if cold, chop them, Season with salt and 
pepper, moisten with hot water, stock, milk, 
or gream. Cover bottom of spider or chafing 
pan with dripping er butter, spread the mix- 
ture over the pan, cook slowly till brown 
crust forms, fold over and turn out like ome- 
let. If more crisp crust is desired, shape 
the mixture into small rounds or ovals and 
fry them in a generous amount of fat, turn- 
ing when brown. 


Tomato Catsup. 

To one bushel of ripe tomatoes take one 
pint of salt. Cut tomatoes in small pieces 
and let them ferment for three or four days, 
then strain through a wire sieve; put all kinds 
of spices in a spice sack and cook with same. 
Just before it is done add sugar to taste, 
cayénne pepper, and some ground mustard 
thined with water. This will keep for years.

FIRST ROUND—Johneon opened the battle with

Egan’s Victory Over Sawyer Sen- 
sational: Gardner, Evans, and :

Four of Chicago’s young golfers set a new 
record for national amateur golf champion- 
ships when they swept the board at the Chi- 
cago Golf club yesterday and won semi- 
finalist honors. It was the first time in the 


History of the competition that four players 


from one city had taken all the medal posi- 
tions and a bright day for the west. 

Waiter J. Travis, the Garden City veteran, 
winner of the British championship and 
three time winner of the American title, the 
last of the visiting players, was eliminated 
by the rising young Hinsdale player, Robert 
Gardher, who won a finely contested match 
2 and 1. 

Defeat of Sawyet. 

H. Chandler Egan, the former national 
champion, and D. E. Sawyer of Wheaton met 
for the third time in the national event and 
the Exmoor man triumphed after a ther- 
ling contest which went to the thirty-ejghth 
hole before the pride of Wheaton hadto bow 
in defeat. It was a great blow for the yil- 
lagers of the western suburb, where golf is 
the leading, pastime. 

Western Champion .Charies Evans Jr. of 
Edgewater, who seems to have something on 
Albert Seckel, downed the little Riversider, 
as he had don nearly every time they have 
met, his margin being 5 and 8.

Deelares There Can Be No Heresy 
in Baptist Denomination. 


FOR FREEDOM OF mord 


Soon to Publish Two More Books on 
the Christian Religion. 


Defying his critics among the Baptist 
¢lergy to prove how heresy can exist in that 
denomination, Prof. George Burman Foster 
of the University of Chicago replies to the 

Baptist ministers’ conference for its action 
in ousting him from the association last June. 

This rebound is contained in the preface 
to the second edition of The Finality of the 
Christian Religion,” his first book, the issu- 
ing of which was followed by Prof. Foster's 
resignation as a professor in the divinity 
achool. 

“ Strictly speaking, there can be no heresy, 
technically so called, in the Baptist denomi- 
nation.“ he says, tor the reason that there 
is no creed subscription; no creed subs¢rip- 
tion, for the reason thet there is no formal 
creed; no fermal creed, for the reason that 
Baptist churches, unlike the hybrid of eccle- 
siastical Protestantism, hold to the right of 
private judgment, of freedom of conscience, 
and of freedom of thought and speech. 


Freedom the Price of Peace. 

“If the denomination does not apostatize 
from its historic principle of freedom there 
will be peace and progress. For such e prin- 
ciple allows an orthodox member to hold to 
one set of ideas if they suit him and serve 
him, a liberal to hold to another for thesame 
reason—stipulating only that exponents of 
old and new alike shall support their theo- 
retical! positions in Christian lowe and honor- 
able controversy, and that all, old and new, 
shall be one in the fundamental purpose of 
manifesting and spreading the spirit of 
Christ.“ 


The Baptist faith which does not permit of 


this freedom is thus characterized by Prof. 
Foster: 

“From such a point of view our boasted 
Baptist freedom is a sham, consisting, as 
such exponents declare, in freedom to go out 
of the church and think and say and believe | 
what one pleases from the outside.“ 


Promises Two More Books. 

Dr. Foster declares his purpose is to be not 
destructive or constructive, but truthful. He 
says also that there is no @ifference between 
8 traditional liberalism and traditional or- 
thodoxy. 

The author is sure,“ he continues, that 
both are equally mistaken, much as he is also 
sure that ..veralism, espousing to some degree 
the cause of free religion, can the more easily 
rectify the mistake. 

According to Prof. Foster, two more hooks, 
which will probably cause as great a con- 
troversy as the two he has thus far written, 
will be out soon. He says he has practically 
completed both. Their titles are Is Religion 
a Moral Force?” and A Critique ot Chris- 
tology. ”
